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NEW MOVES TO 
HELP MARKETS

FRESH action is to be taken in 
both Oswestry and Welshpool 
to support the towns’ markets. 

Stallholders from Oswestry’s mar¬ 
kets are to be invited to attend a spe¬ 
cial seminar to discuss their future. 

A drop in the number of traders at some of the 
outdoor markets, and concern over the number 
of shoppers using both the indoor and outdoor 
markets, has led to Oswestry Town Council set¬ 
ting out a discussion paper on the subject. 

Councillors have agreed to set up a seminar to 
hear views of all the traders. 

And the council is to investigate putting large 
canopies up over the frontage of the Powis Hall 
indoor market. 

Mayor Peter Cherrington said he and Town 
Clerk David Preston saw the canopies at a mar¬ 
kets conference and thought they would be eye 
catching. 

“I think if they were put on the front of the 
Powis Hall they would be seen by shoppers down 
Bailey Street and hopefully draw them up to the 
market,” he said. 

Fortunes 

The individual markets in Oswestry are expe¬ 
riencing different fortunes. 

Powis Hall indoor market has a waiting list of 
people wanting to rent stalls and the Saturday 
outdoor market has increased the number of 
traders it attracts. When individual markets are 
looked at two show small losses - the outdoor 
Friday market of £24 a week and the monthly 
farmers’ market £17 a week. 

On average eight traders attend the monthly 
farmers’ markets, compared to 12 last year. 

Meanwhile, in Welshpool fresh efforts are 
being made to revitalise the town’s Monday 
market after it emerged just three stallholders 
turned up for a recent day’s trading. 

Just over a decade ago the market on Broad 
Street had up to 50 stalls. 

Artist and writer Karen Riffel, who has just 
opened Oriel Pen-y-coed in the town, has hired 
the first floor of Welshpool Town Hall every 
Monday until Christmas as part of the project. 

She is inviting people to take up a stall to 
show off and sell their products. 

She is hoping the initiative will attract a wide 
range of stallholders, including arts and craft 
businesses and artisan foods. 

“Welshpool has had market charter since 
1236,” she said. “It would be a shame if the 
Monday market died a death. I don’t want to 
see the town lose its history. 

“We still have the daily indoor market but the 
amount of traders who just come on Mondays 
has slumped. I am hoping that this will bring 
back the interest in the Monday market.” 

There are also long term plans to set up on 
online directory of the Monday traders which 
would include a “click and buy” section.

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Wet weather and collisions 
bring disruption to roads

RESIDENTS in Oswestry and 
Welshpool have been urged to 
keep an eye on weather advice 
after Storm Clodagh brought 
flooding to the area. 

An RAF helicopter had to be called 
to rescue a driver who got trapped in 
floodwater and people had to be res¬ 
cued from their homes. 

The driver in his 60s had to be rescued by 
helicopter from the River Vyrnwy near Mei- 
fod at about 5.30pm on Monday evening. 

Mid Wales Fire and Rescue Service said 
the man’s car became trapped in water at 
Brionarth Bridge. Two boat rescue teams, 
from Welshpool and Aberystwyth were sent 
to the scene, along with crews from Welsh¬ 
pool and Llanfyllin. 

A spokesman for the fire service said: 
“Two boats were unable to reach him due 
to strong currents.” The man had to be 
lifted from the roof of his car by an RAF Sea 
King helicopter and was flown to hospital 
for treatment 

In the early hours of Tuesday morning 
two people and their dog also had to be res¬ 
cued by fire crews after being trapped on 
the first floor of their home near Welshpool 
by rising waters. 

The A483 between the Mile End Round¬ 
about at Oswestry and the B4398 at Llan- 
ymynech was closed on Tuesday morning 
because of flooding in the Llynclys area 
while other roads were also badly affected. 
The problems prompted emergency ser¬ 
vices to urge residents to heed flooding ad¬ 
vice and weather warnings. 

It was not just weather which has been 
affecting drivers around the Oswestry area 
in the past week. The A5 on the outskirts 
of the town was shut twice in the space of 
12 hours after two crashes blocked the car¬ 
riageway. The A5 was closed on Thursday 
morning last week following the second 
crash. The road had only reopened a few 
hours earlier after a lorry had overturned 
the previous evening with 300 sheep inside. 

Thursday’s accident happened close to 
Oswestry Golf Club. A woman suffered 
multiple fractures to her leg in the two-car 
crash. 

Police say they would like to identify the 
driver of a third car, which may have been 
involved but did not stop at the scene. It is 
believed the car was a Vauxhall Astra and 
the driver may have been unaware of the 
collision. 


THE new owner of a hotel complex said he 
made the decision to buy it the moment he 
drove through the gates.

The former surgeon, who now owns sev¬ 
eral nursing homes in South Wales, was 
at the complex last week to discuss future 
plans for the hotel, restaurant and country 
club and spa with the management team, 
headed by Gregor Ritchie. 

Dr Bansal said a winter ice rink should 


materialise by next year in a bid to get more 
people from the town visiting. 

He said: “I envisage a type of Narnia 
somewhere where people can enjoy ice skat¬ 
ing, watch an ice show but also enjoy the 
magic of winter. 

“I also want to see the Lion Quays lit up 
with beautiful lighting. We have the canal 
passing through the grounds. Image if the 
water was lit with coloured lights, it would 
be beautiful.” 

Plans also include making more use of 
the outdoor space. 

“I want to bring things for the kids to do 


here, days out that the whole family can 
enjoy,” Dr Bansal said. 

“But most importantly, I want to bring 
my reputation for customer service. 

“I love to see people smile and know that 
what we have done has made them smile. 

“I have travelled the world and stayed in 
the top hotels. I have high expectations and 
I want those expectations to be exceeded 
here. 

“As soon as I drove through the entrance 
I felt a positive vibe and that runs through 
the hotel and its staff.” Dr Bansal, also has 
a hotel in Corby, Northamptonshire.

Free parking 
dealagreed 
by councillors 

SHOPPERS visiting Oswestry in the 
run-up to Christmas will get free af¬ 
ternoon parking for 10 days. 

The move is expected to cost 
Oswestry Town Council up to £7,000 
in lost revenue. 

But councillors said they hoped it 
would encourage more people to do 
their Christmas shopping in the town. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce 
had asked the council to consider the 
request, following a similar move last 
year, although that was for one week 
only. At a town council meeting last 
week councillors pointed out it could 
mean a loss of £7,000 in parking reve¬ 
nue and said they hoped that it would 
benefit shoppers and not who usually 
parked in the town anyway. 

The free afternoon parking will run 
from 2pm everyday between Decem¬ 
ber 14-24. 

Councillor Chris Stokes said that 
the council should support local busi¬ 
nesses and encourage more footfall in 
the town. He said he would like some 
evidence from members of the cham¬ 
ber than the initiative had helped 
their businesses before looking at a 
similar request next year. 

Councillor Vince Hunt said: “It 
is a lot of money but it is something 
we can afford to lose in exchange for 
bringing more shoppers into town, 
supporting the traders and showing 
we do not have a ‘bah humbug’ atti¬ 
tude to Christmas.” 

Boy victim of 
street attack 

A 15-year-old boy was knocked out 
and needed hospital checks after an 
unprovoked attack. 

The teenager had been walking 
along Middleton Road, Oswestry, at 
about 10.25pm on November 22 when 
he was approached by an unknown 
man. He was then assaulted and lost 
consciousness. He also suffered minor 
injuries to his cheek and attended hos¬ 
pital as a precaution. 

The suspect is thought to be 18 
years of age and approximately 5ft 
9ins. He was believed to have a 
tanned complexion, and was thought 
to be wearing a Nike branded hooded 
jacket, black jeans and scarf covering 
his mouth. Constable Richard Lew- 
is-Badman said: “We are appealing 
to the Oswestry community to help 
identify this unknown man following 
an unprovoked attack on a member of 
the public.” 


Store introduces rule 
on sale of energy drinks

A VILLAGE shop has banned 
the sale of high-caffeine energy 
drinks to children after calls from 
worried parents. 

The Corner Shop in Morda Bank, 
near Oswestry, has stopped selling the 
drinks to children under the age of 16 . 

The decision comes after a parent told 
the owners, Jas and Narinder Singh, that 
they were concerned about their child 
drinking the sugary beverages. 

Mrs Singh said: “I had a chat with some 
of the parents and they have said it’s a good 
idea. 

“I know the kids aren’t happy, but 
12-year-olds do not need energy drinks. 

“We have been in touch with Morda Pri¬ 
mary School near us and they are going to 
let the parents and children know.” 

She has also called for other shops in the 
area to follow suit. 

“I do think other shops in the area should 
adopt it because they’re just no good for 
you,” she added. 

“And I do want the community to know 
that I want to work with them.” 

Drinks which will be restricted include 
Relentless, Monster, Rockstar and Red 
Bull, which all contain high quantities of 
caffeine and sugar. 

There are no legal restrictions on the 
sale of energy drinks, but those with 
150mg of caffeine of more per litre have to 
include a warning label that they are not 
recommended for children or pregnant or 
breast-feeding women. 

The move came as MPs backed a report 
from the Commons’ Health Committee 
calling for a tax on sugary drinks as part 
of a set of measures to tackle child obesity 
in England. 

The cross-party group of MPs acknowl¬ 
edged no single measure would provide a 
solution to the problem, but the commit¬ 
tee’s report said calls for a tax could “no 
longer be ignored”. 

As well as a tax, the committee called 
for a crackdown on price promotions of 
unhealthy foods, a ban on advertising un¬ 
healthy foods on television before 9pm, 
clearer labelling of products showing sugar 
content in teaspoons, and a drive to force 
the industry to reduce sugar in food and 
drink as has happened with salt. Commit¬ 
tee chair Dr Sarah Wollaston said: “We be¬ 
lieve that if the government fails to act, the 
problem will become far worse.” 


Two are airlifted after tree collision

A TEENAGER and a child were 
airlifted to hospital after their car 
crashed into a tree. 

The crash happened on Monday 
on Burma Road, Park Hall near 
Oswestry. Police spokesman Kieran 
Bodill said: “We were called just 
after 12.50pm following reports of 
a car colliding with a tree. 

“One passenger was taken to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
and another man to Stoke Royal 
Infirmary, both by air ambulance.” 

Both the Midland Air Ambulance 
from Cosford and the Wales Air 
Ambulance from Welshpool were 


sent to the scene, landing on the 
pitch at The New Saints’ Park Hall 
ground. Claire Brown, West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
woman, added: “The car had left 
the road and collided with a large 
oak tree, causing significant dam¬ 
age to the car. The passenger, a 
seven-year-old boy, had managed to 
get himself out of the wreckage be¬ 
fore the emergency services arrived 
but the driver was trapped inside. 

“Upon assessment by ambulance 
staff, the young boy was found to 
have suffered facial injuries and 
multiple fractures to his leg. 


“He was given strong pain relief 
as well as a drug to prevent blood 
loss. Once stable, the boy was trans¬ 
ferred to the awaiting Midlands Air 
Ambulance before being airlifted to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
for further specialist trauma care. 

“The driver, a 19-year-old man, 
sustained significant leg fractures. 
While ambulance staff and the 
medics immobilised the man and 
administered various trauma drugs 
to help stabilise his condition, the 
fire service worked carefully around 
the team to release the man from 
the wreckage.”

Council to look 
at toilets plan 

OSWESTRY could get a new town 
centre toilets and tourist information 
complex. 

The town council is setting up a task 
force to look at whether it should de¬ 
molish its Central Car Park loos and 
put a dual use building in its place. 

The move comes as consultation 
continues over the future of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s Mile End Tourist In¬ 
formation Centre on the Oswestry 
bypass. It is proposing to shut down 
the building after a fall in visitor num¬ 
bers. 

At last week’s town council meeting 
councillors agreed to form a task force 
to look at various options for a new 
building. 

It will liaise with the council’s ar¬ 
chitect and the Oswestry Welsh Bor¬ 
der Tourism Association and bring a 
report back to the council.

OSWESTRY Market will be support¬ 
ing the national Small Business Sat¬ 
urday campaign this weekend with 
Christmas visitors. 

Father Christmas will be in his 
grotto inside the market on Saturday 
and Olaf the snowman, from Frozen, 
will be posing for photos with shop¬ 
pers. 

David Clough, the town’s markets 
manager, said: “We will be supporting 
Small Business Saturday once again. 
Markets fit perfectly into this category 
and are perfect for start-up businesses 
and smaller enterprises. 

“The event is designed to recognise 
the importance of small retailers and 
there will be activities all over the 
country to promote them.” 

Lorry spill leads to 
road congestion

ding its load combined to close routes. 

The A483 Chirk bypass was closed 
on Tuesday night for planned main¬ 
tenance work, with traffic being di¬ 
verted past Chirk Bank and through 
Chirk itself.

Council chief 'did not apply 
pressure over appointment’

THE full report into a code of conduct breach by leader of Shropshire 
Council Keith Barrow concluded he applied “no pressure” over the 
appointment of auditors to council firm ip&e. 

The report, carried out by solicitors Bevan Brittan, has also shed light on the 
details behind the complaint, which was submitted by Councillor David Tremel- 
lan. 

The complaint was based on the premise that the auditors appointed to ip&e in 2012 
were a company with which Councillor Barrow - at the time chairman of ip&e - had a 

- personal relationship with, via one of the 

partners. In the conclusions of the report 
it details that Councillor Barrow, who rep¬ 
resents Oswestry South on the unitary au¬ 
thority, and Tony Matthew, of the company 
Dre & Co, which was appointed as auditors 
for ip&e, were both directors of another 
company, Peakfast. 

Peakfast is an inactive company, al¬ 
though it is not dormant and does have a 
duty to file accounts. 

It also states that Dre & Co were Coun¬ 
cillor Barrow’s accountants. 

The report states that a relationship did 
exist between Councillor Barrow and Mr 
Matthew at the time of the decision, al¬ 
though it is unequivocal in concluding that 
the appointment was carried out properly. 

Report author Olwen Dutton said: “I 
have no evidence to suggest that in con¬ 
sidering Dre & Co for the appointment of 
auditors of ip&e there was any suggestion 
on Keith Barrow’s part that he was not 
acting in the public interest and that the 
award of the appointment of these auditors 
at the meeting he chaired was not made on 
merit and according to the recommenda¬ 
tion from Tom Roehricht (former manag¬ 
ing director of ip&e). After interviewing all 
concerned and reading the relevant docu¬ 
ments I believe that this was the case and 
the award was made on merit following the 
recommendation.” Mr Roehricht also gave 
evidence to the investigation and Mrs Dut¬ 
ton said: “He was quite clear that it was 
he who invited the shortlisted firms for 
interview and to present to him and that 
it was he who reported back to the board 
recommending that Dre & Co be appointed 
as auditors as it seemed to him they could 
best provide what the company needed. He 
told me that of the two firms he felt would 
do the job required, his recommendation 
was to go with Dre & Co because one of his 
remits was to build business in Shropshire 
and they were a Shropshire based firm.” 

After being judged to have broken the 
code of conduct by failing to declare his 
interest, Councillor Barrow was ordered to 
undergo code of conduct training. 


Diary 'may 
hold clues 
to tragedy' 

THE parents of a soldier who died at the 
notorious Deepcut Army barracks say a 
missing diary could unlock answers to their 
daughter’s death. 

Cheryl James, 18, died just days into her 
training at the Surrey Army camp 20 years 
ago. 

Her parents were initially told she had 
taken her own life with an inquest record¬ 
ing an open verdict. 

With Cheryl one of four young soldiers to 
die at Deepcut, her parents Des and Doreen 
James, from Llanymynech near Oswestry, 
have won a new inquest into her death, due 
to open in February. 

The couple made a plea on Friday night 
to British troops, via Forces television, for 
anyone with information to come forward. 
During the interview Mrs James said she 
is sure Cheryl would have written a diary 
which could give some insight into her last 
days. 

She said: “There was a diary. I am posi¬ 
tive. She always kept a diary and I bought 
her a five-year one with a lock on it. We 
never ever saw that again, it never came 
back home and I am absolutely positive it 
was with her.” 

In the TV appeal to the forces, Mrs 
James added: “For my benefit I would love 
to speak to someone who had something to 
do with her on the day of her death or the 
day before, something to give us an inkling 
of what happened. It would give us closure 
and help a great deal. I can’t believe that 
she would take her own life, I never have.”

Report says there was an 
'inhibited' hospital culture

STAFF at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital were afraid to raise con¬ 
cerns because they would not be listened to, according to an inde¬ 
pendent report. 

It concluded that there was “an inhibited culture” within the organisation 
that prevented the whistleblowing of bad care or record keeping. 

The report by Deloitte was commissioned after a worker raised concerns that patient 
treatment times were not being properly reported to Monitor, the sector regulator. The 
concerns were backed up by the report, which concluded that there was long-standing

Recording 
of waiting 
time altered 

WAITING figures at Oswestry Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital have shot up to 25 people wait¬ 
ing more than 52 weeks for treatment from 
just two in September. 

But the dramatic change has happened 
because of a change in the way waiting 
times are recorded. 

Hospitals are now no longer allowed to 
put waiting times “on hold” if the patient 
asks for it to be delayed, meaning figures 
may appear to be worse than they actually 
are. 

At a meeting of the hospital trust board 
Steve Vaughan, acting director of opera¬ 
tions, said: “We were expecting a deterio¬ 
ration in the last month. 

“We’ve amended waiting times histor¬ 
ically which means we were expecting to 
have two in October and we now have 25. 

“Projected waiting times for November 
are either 23 or 25, but they are not the 
same 25 patients as last month. 

“There are some patients who have been 
offered the opportunity to be treated else¬ 
where sooner but have decided that they 
would prefer to be treated here. 

“And we do have some patients booked in 
for February and March, so they will stay 
on the list for some time.” 

John Grinnell, acting chief executive, 
said changes were being made to ensure 
patients don’t have to wait excessively long 
for treatment. He said elements of the pro¬ 
cesses to support the delivery of access tar¬ 
gets had not been good enough. 


January 2015. 

It was the second time that the trust had 
been investigated by Monitor for issues in 
relation to waiting time reporting, the first 
having been in 2013 - although concerns 
had also been raised by Monitor in 2011/12. 

The report said: “The key question raised 
within the whistleblower’s allegations was 
whether there was deliberate and system¬ 
atic fraud of waiting list performance at 
the trust. It has not been possible to an¬ 
swer this question definitively on the basis 
of the evidence we have gathered as part of 
this review.” 

It describes a “pressurised culture where 
staff, at all levels, felt that there was ‘no 
option of failure’” and said bosses were “in¬ 
hibited” and fearful of ‘bringing bad news 
to the table’. 

Frank Collins, chairman of the trust 
board, said: “There’s no ducking away from 
the issues that Deloitte has highlighted. We 
accept in full all recommendations set out 
in the report. 

“There was no blatant manipulation of 
data by this hospital. Individual actions 
were based on assumptions that what they 
were doing was correct and approved. 

“While the findings make for uncomfort¬ 
able reading the overarching feedback I’ve 
received from Deloitte is that this is a trust 
in a really good place and we do a lot of re¬ 
ally good stuff for our patients in England 
and Wales.” 

Mr Collins said some changes had al¬ 
ready been put into place as a result of the 
recommendations in the report while oth¬ 
ers would wait until new members of the 
executive board were appointed. The trust 
currently has an acting chief executive fol¬ 
lowing the sudden resignation of Wendy 
Farrington-Chadd for personal reasons 
earlier in the year, as well as acting finance 
and nursing directors. 

The trust has now put in place a plan to 
handle the excessive waiting times of some 
patients, although Mr Collins said it would 
be a long process.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Fears are growing for the fu¬ 
ture of outdoor markets in both 
Oswestry and Welshpool as 
stallholders continue to vanish. 
So is there a future for the out¬ 
door market trader? 

A drop in the number of trad¬ 
ers at some of the markets in 
Oswestry has led to Oswestry 
Town Council setting up a semi¬ 
nar to hear views of all the trad¬ 
ers. While at Welshpool, where 
the indoor market hall is fully 
booked for the first time in many 
years, there is real concern about 
the street situation with numbers 
down to as low as three on some 
Mondays. The town council is 
monitoring the situation closely. 

National studies have shown 
that traditional markets are gen¬ 
erally declining, replaced by on¬ 
line shopping but farmers’ mar¬ 
kets, which offer fresh produce, 
continue to thrive. In Oswestry it 
is different with the farmers’ mar¬ 
ket also in decline. 

The situation is mirrored at 
Oswestry and Welshpool where 
the numbers of street traders 
have been declining for several 
years. Can you remember the 
days when there was a waiting 
list for pitches and the stalls 
were manned by characters, de¬ 
termined to take the pound out 
of your pocket? 

The historic markets are es¬ 
sential parts of the fabric of both 
towns, bringing in business to 
local shopkeepers and attracting 
tourists from all over the world 
but the reality seems to be that 
the market trader is a fading 
breed. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that the advent of online shop¬ 
ping is playing a major role in 
the decline of markets across 
the country with more and more 
people choosing to buy from 
the comfort of their own arm 
chairs. The arrival of stores such 
as Poundland and Pound Shop 
has also taken badly needed 
trade away from the street trad¬ 
er where you could previously 
guarantee a bargain. 

It will be a sad day but I fear 
the street markets that we have 
come to know may soon disap¬ 
pear for ever just as many stores 
have simply become shop fronts 
for online operations. 

It may be a futile exercise but 
I am pleased to see Llanfyllin 
Town Council calling on HSBC 
Bank to postpone their decision 
to close their branch - the last 
one standing in the Powys bor¬ 
der town. 

It’s good that the locals are 
putting up a fight but guess 
what’s caused the branch to 
become a loss maker? Online 
banking of course! 

Banks have been hacking off 
branches and reducing staff lev¬ 
els for the past decade and I feel 
for those working in my own lo¬ 
cal bank with queues sometimes 
stretching outside the door as 
they struggle to cope with the 
demand.

The future of services at the Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal at Telford is one of the issues up for discussion 


Debate goes on to find a 
remedy to NHS question 


The future of healthcare 
services in the region is up 
for discussion. SUE AUSTIN 
finds out more 

THE future set-up of the NHS 
in Shropshire remains under 
scrutiny as the controversial 
Future Fit programme slowly 
makes progress. 

The Future Fit programme is 
looking at how services should be 
run and where they should be locat¬ 
ed in Shropshire. 

Among the key decisions is the location 
of accident and emergency services. 

The debate has divided opinion but 
some patients are clear - they fear basing 
Shropshire’s emergency centre in Telford 
rather than Shrewsbury could be a mat¬ 
ter of a life or death for patients in the 
Oswestry and Mid Wales area. 

While those living in and around 
Oswestry have the alternative of the 
A&E department at Wrexham’s Maelor 
Hospital nearby, those in north Powys 
are heavily dependent on the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital and Princess Royal 
Hospital in Telford. 

A decision on where to site the one 
emergency centre - replacing A&E units 
in Shrewsbury and Telford - was delayed 
in October for more investigations. 

Health bosses say none of the options 
on the table adequately tackle the grow¬ 
ing deficit - rising to £23 million next 
year - of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Trust.. 

Councillor Joy Jones from Newtown is 
a tireless campaigner for health care in 
the area and has many concerns about 
the future. “Wrexham Maelor is just as 
far away as Telford and going west our 
nearest hospital is Aberystwyth which 
is a non starter because of the dreadful 
roads,” she said.

The nearest minor injuries depart¬ 
ment is currently in Welshpool but 
Councillor Jones said it was only open 
during doctors’ surgery hours. 

“Powys teaching Health Board must 
look at this situation as a matter of ur¬ 
gency,” she said. 

Cllr Jones, who along with Montgom¬ 
eryshire MP Glyn Davies met health 
secretary Jeremy Hunt earlier this year 
to raise her concerns, fears that if Tel¬ 
ford is chosen for the emergency centre, 
it could be a matter of life and death for 
patients from her area. 

“I feel that if Shrewsbury loses A&E 
people could die - it is as strong as 
that,” she said. 

Montgomeryshire’s MP Glyn Davies 
said Shropshire’s basic problem was 
that it has two major hospitals. 

“It’s now obvious that building the 
Princess Royal Hospital in Telford 


was a fundamental mistake,” he said. 
His ideal solution was to have seen 
the building of a new emergency care 
hospital on a green field site between 
Shrewsbury and Telford. 

“It was just too expensive and the 
option I was dreaming off fell by the 
wayside in August,” he said. 

The region’s other MP, North Shrop¬ 
shire’s Owen Paterson says he is sick 
and tired of the arguments between 
Shrewsbury and Telford, saying an 
emergency care centre would only deal 
with patients travelling there on blue 
lights. 

He said: “With the creation of the 
urgent care centres it will not matter 
where the emergency centre is as it will 
only be the most seriously ill patients 
who will go there by ambulance. All 
other patients will be seen in the urgent 
care centres. 


“What we need to do is ensure that an 
urgent care centre, preferably one with 
beds, is built in Oswestry. 

“I have been consistently in favour of 
the one emergency centre with urgent 
care centres across the county. 

“We have lost vital health care in 
Shropshire. If you have a heart attack 
or stroke you are taken out of county, for 
example to Stoke, for treatment. 

“With just one emergency centre we 
will have the money and the facilities to 
attract specialist consultants and bring 
that specialist care back to Shropshire.” 

One man who has recent personal 
knowledge of NHS care in the region is 
former Oswestry and Border Chronicle 
associate editor Graham Breeze. 

When Graham fell seriously ill over 
Christmas 2013, Shropdoc had no hes¬ 
itation in calling for an ambulance to’ 
blue light’ him from his home in Welsh¬ 
pool to the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

It was midnight on ‘Mad Friday’ 
one of the busiest nights in accident 
and emergency departments across the 
country. Graham, now 64, said: “ It was 
pretty scary. I didn’t know what was 
wrong and the journey to Shrewsbury 
seemed to take a long time. Once there 
the treatment was fantastic - I had had 
a serious attack of pancreatitis. The 
A&E department was incredibly busy 
but I was rushed passed everyone and 
dealt with very quickly.” 

Graham is very concerned about the 
possibility of Shrewsbury losing out as 
the site for a new emergency care centre. 
He said: “The extra time that it takes to 
get to Telford, even on blue lights, could 
I believe be life threatening. At the best 
of times it is an extra 20-25 minutes 
from Shrewsbury to the Princess Royal 
Hospital. If it were rush hour or in bad 
weather, or if we had road resurfacing or 
junction roadworks, it could be well over 
half an hour. That means over an hour 
to Telford yet in medical circles every¬ 
one talks about the golden hour and how 
important it is that patients get to a hos¬ 
pital within that hour.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


I write this column after listen¬ 
ing to the Prime Minister outline 
his reasons for believing it right 
that UK armed forces, which are 
already operating successfully 
in Iraq, should extend activities 
across the border into Syria, 
alongside the armed forces of 
France, United States, Turkey 
and Russia against the terrorist 
group, Da’esh. Deciding finally to 
support the Prime Minister was 
difficult. Like all MPs, I consid¬ 
ered the position very carefully. 

There can be no certainty 
about the future in this complex 
unstable theatre of war. My de¬ 
cision was reached with a heavy 
heart and much uncertainty. 
Committing our armed forces to 
action is an issue that transcends 
party politics. It’s an even more 
difficult decision when there are 
such conflicting arguments as 
there are in this case, and it’s not 
possible to be certain of the out¬ 
come, no matter what we do. For 
most MPs it will come down to 
“on balance” opinions. 

The Prime Minister would not 
have called a vote without signif¬ 
icant cross party support. After 
much consideration, many La¬ 
bour MPs decided to support the 
Prime Minister, as did the Liberal 
Democrat and DUP MPs. 

What Britain faces is a terror¬ 
ist group, Da’esh, committed to 
launching terrorist attacks on 
innocent people going about 
their normal lives. In 2015, our 
security forces tell us that sev¬ 
eral terrorist plots have been 
frustrated. Britain is deemed to 
have been the highest category 
target for many years. The Paris 
terrorist atrocity could very easily 
have been in London, Birming¬ 
ham, Cardiff or Edinburgh. We 
are under attack and it’s only the 
skill and vigilance of our security 
forces that keep us safe. Many 
constituents have contacted me 
opposed to British involvement. 
Others are in support. But al¬ 
most all believe Da’esh should 
be challenged and crushed. 

This raises a question of mo¬ 
rality. If we are a target, and want 
Da’esh destroyed, can it be right 
to “outsource” action to our 
friends in France, US and Tur¬ 
key? If we think it is right to act 
militarily against Da’esh, Britain 
cannot leave it to others. This is 
the aspect of the debate which 
most influences me. There are 
serious uncertainties. It is ac¬ 
cepted that Da’esh can only be 
defeated if there are armed forc¬ 
es on the ground, and these can¬ 
not be forces from non-Muslim 
countries. Syrian fighters against 
Da’esh are scattered throughout 
Syria and have differing ethnic 
backgrounds and differing ob¬ 
jectives. Inevitably, there is con¬ 
cern about how intervention will 
end. But when the division bells 
rings, MPs have to decide. After 
much consideration, I decided to 
support the Prime Minister.

INSURANCE COMPANY CANNOT TELL ME IF 
INJURY PAY-OUT WILL AFFECT MY BENEFITS 


Q: I suffered quite severe personal injuries in an accident. My insurance company has helped me through the process of making a compensation claim and I have 
now had an offer of £20,000 which I am about to accept. The insurance company doesn’t however seem to know whether or not this will affect my state benefits. 
Please can you confirm the situation? 

A: A: It is not clear whether it is your insurance company or your opponent’s insurance company that is settling the claim with you, but that is another matter. Either 
way, the lack of factual information is why you need to instruct your own Solicitor to deal with your personal injury claim. 

If you receive damages for personal injury then you ordinarily have 12 months within which to spend those damages without them counting as capital for the purposes 
of assessing your eligibility for means tested benefits. The 12 month period starts from the date you receive any interim payment. If the money was kept in a Solicitor’s 
account it would start from the date it was received by the Solicitors. 

The idea of compensating you for your personal injuries is to make sure that you are put in the position you would have been if you did not have the injuries. You are 
not meant to lose out on the income you have from benefits. 


If the money is purely to settle a personal injury claim then it is possible to set up a Trust in which the money can be held and used for specific purposes, but not as a 
source of income. It may be that adaptations are needed to your house in the future which can be taken from the fund. An experienced personal injury lawyer would 
be able to advise you on this and, with the assistance of an independent financial advisor, set up a Trust with appropriate investments.

Get involved with the fracking fight 


FRACKING - we’ve all heard of it but what 
do you really know about it? 

Hydraulic fracturing, or ‘fracking’, is a 
process where a mixture of water, sand and 
chemicals is injected deep underground at a 
high pressure to extract fossil fuels locked 
in rocks thousands of metres underground. 

But is this the route we should go down? 
Scientists agree that 80 per cent of fossil 
fuels that we know about needs to stay 
in the ground if we are to keep to below a 
2C rise in global temperatures, and avoid 
dangerous climate change. The impacts 
of fracking range from a local to a global 
scale. Well leakage is a major concern. 


When fracking wells leak, chemicals used 
to unlock the shale gas are released into 
the environment. An assessment of 353 
chemicals used in fracking in the US found 
that a quarter could cause cancer and up to 
half could affect the nervous and immune 
systems. Failure rates range from around 
five per cent at a minimum to above 50 per 
cent for older wells. Noise disturbance and 
air pollution can be caused by heavy goods 
vehicles transporting equipment and mate¬ 
rials needed during the drilling. Air qual¬ 
ity near fracking sites in Colorado found a 
presence of 35 hazardous pollutants which 
can affect the brain and nervous system. Up 


to six times as many jobs would be created 
by investment in renewable and energy ef¬ 
ficiency than created by the fracking indus¬ 
try. There are claims that fracking would 
boost energy security in the UK but the 
Government has not ruled out the possi¬ 
bility of the gas being sold and exported to 
other countries.

“We would love to see more people using 
the local canals and towpaths for leisure 
and exercise. 

“We want to work with local communi¬ 
ties and businesses to make sure that the 
waterways and their surrounds are kept 
in good order which is why we’re asking 
people to help us shape the future of the 
waterways in this region.”

A MOTHER who collapsed 
at home has praised the 
quick-thinking actions of her 
five-year-old son who made a 
potentially life-saving 999 call.

Linzi was diagnosed with epilepsy as 
a teenager but had not suffered a fit for 
years until recently. The care assistant had 
already had a seizure that day, but an am¬ 
bulance crew who had been called by hus¬ 
band Luke, 24, determined that she was 
safe to remain at home. Linzi said: “I had 
a seizure back in October - the first one for 
five years. 

“We sat Leon down and told him that if 
it were to happen again and he was on his 
own that he must call 999 and tell them 
that mummy was having a fit.” 

Linzi was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. She is on medication to control 
her seizures.Linzi and Leon were reunited 
with paramedic Steve Davies, who pre¬ 
sented Leon, a pupil at Gungrog Church 
in Wales Nursery and Infant School, with 
a certificate and a goody bag in recognition 
of his courageous actions.

A WOMAN from Chirk who is 
awaiting a triple organ transplant 
has welcomed new Welsh legis¬ 
lation that aims to dramatically 
increase the number of potential 
life-saving donors. 

Sally-Ann Hart’s treatment so far 
included the removal of 80 per cent of 
her stomach and the fitting of a gastric 
sleeve. 

She has lost about 11 stone in little more

than a year, which resulted in complica¬ 
tions, operations, comas and technically 
‘dying’ four times. Mrs Hart said: “To sur¬ 
vive, I would need a triple, possibly quadru¬ 
ple, organ transplant. 

“I’ve been told that I’m brave, but having 
been close to dying it is obvious that I still 
have something else to achieve in life. If it 
means helping others, then that is what I 
will do. 

“I know I could die with or without a 


transplant.When I feel well I go out and 
enjoy life as much as I can, and when I have 
a bad day then I chill out at home and have 
‘duvet days’.” 

In the past 18 months Mrs Hart, 60, has 
raised £4,500 for Multi-Organ Transplant 
Support. 

Mrs Hart was due to this week visit the 
Welsh Assembly to speak about her ex¬ 
periences at the launch of the new Welsh 
legislation, which means everyone is auto¬ 
matically placed on the organ donor regis¬ 
ter unless they opt out.

Road crash man 
tells of trauma 
of fatal incident 


A MAN from the Shropshire border who was seriously in¬ 
jured when a driver crashed into his car after falling asleep 
at the wheel on a French motorway has spoken out about 
the tragedy which killed his friend. 

Christopher Pickard, 53, from Llangynog, near Oswestry, 
was driving near Thiais in France with colleague Paul Mar¬ 
shall in August 2012. 

He realised he had a loose wheel on the trailer he was 
towing and pulled onto the hard shoulder. 

A car crashed into Mr Pickard’s vehicle and trailer and a 
recovery van, catapulting him onto the main carriageway. 

Mr Marshall died at the scene and Mr Pickard was badly 
injured. 

The French driver of the car, who had fallen asleep at 
the wheel, was charged with manslaughter and causing 
unintentional injuries with the use of a motor vehicle as 
well as driving without insurance. She was sentenced to 
two years imprisonment, which was suspended, and a one 
year driving ban. 

Mr Pickard instructed international personal injury law¬ 
yers at Irwin Mitchell to pursue the case against the Motor 
Insurers Bureau (MIB). 

Following a trial at the Royal Courts of Justice in Lon¬ 
don, Mr Justice Dingemans QC determined that the MIB 
is liable to compensate him. 

Mr Pickard said: “The accident itself happened in the 
blink of an eye. Losing Paul was absolutely devastating and 
the whole ordeal is still fresh in my mind years later. I had 
a total of seven-and-a-half months off work and I am still 
undergoing physiotherapy to help with my recovery. 

“I am relieved that with the help of my legal team at 
Irwin Mitchell that the MIB has been found liable for the 
incident after years of them denying responsibility and 
adding to mine and Paul’s family’s pain and suffering.” 


Festive motoring 
message is given 


MOTORISTS across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales have 
been warned of the dangers 
of driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drink or drugs dur¬ 
ing the festive period. 

Both West Mercia and 
Dyfed-Powys Police have 
launched their annual drink 
driving crackdown. 

Figures indicate that over 
the past three years, 10 peo¬ 
ple were killed and 108 se¬ 
riously injured in the West 
Mercia area following colli¬ 
sions where drink or drugs 
were recorded as a contrib¬ 
utory factor. 

Vicki Bristow, of West 
Mercia and Warwickshire 
Police Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship, said the consequences 
of being caught driving 
under the influence are 
being highlighted by the 
force. 

Additional activity from 


police officers within Shrop¬ 
shire will be focused in li¬ 
censed venues with the use 
of the national CrimeStop- 
pers drink-drive campaign 
encouraging people to re¬ 
port known offenders. 

She said there is no fool¬ 
proof way of calculating how 
much you can drink and re¬ 
main under the limit. 

It is also hard to calculate 
how long alcohol may stay 
in your body if you are driv¬ 
ing the morning after. 

Last year in Wales a total 
of 30,718 motorists were 
asked to take a breath test 
during the Christmas cam¬ 
paign, with 488 returning 
either positive results or 
failing/refusing to take the 
breath test. 

Dyfed-Powys Police car¬ 
ried out 8,204 breath tests 
during last year’s campaign, 
with 140 being positive.

Belles Angels... 

In the UK women are taking up mo¬ 
torcycle riding in record numbers. And 
the growing trend is reflected in Shrop¬ 
shire too. 

The ladies of Shropshire and Powys Ad¬ 
vanced Riders (SaPAR) are working hard to 
promote safe riding and recently held a meet¬ 
ing at Montford Bridge cafe in Shrewsbury. 

In the UK women are taking up motorcycle 
riding in record numbers. There are at pres¬ 
ent 525,000 female full licence holders. 

Stuart McMillan, chief training officer and 
formerly a police motorcycle instructor, ex¬ 
plained that the group is affiliated to RoSPA 
and the ladies make up 10 per cent of their 
members. 

Stuart’s wife Sally has been riding at in¬ 
tervals since she passed her test in 1980 has 
achieved a RoSPA silver pass grade. 

She said: “SaPAR is great for the social side, 
good company, safe riding with like minded 
people to talk to at coffee stops and lunch.” 

Another female member, Sharon Jones, has 
been riding a motorcycle since the mid 1980s 
but began to question whether or not her 
skills were up to speed. 

Refreshes 

She said: “I researched local advanced 
riding groups and chose SaPAR because of 
the RoSPA three yearly re-test requirement 
which constantly refreshes your knowledge 
and riding skills.” 

SaPAR’s most recent female recruit, Tina 
Kelly, only passed her full motorcycle test 
twelve months ago. 

She also wanted to improve her confidence 
and riding skills and began training with 
SaPAR over the summer months and passed 
her RoSPA test in October. 

She also rode around Europe for two weeks 
in the summer negotiating some of the high¬ 
est passes on the continent. 

Marian Versluijs, SaPAR’s only female 


tutor, has been helping riders to prepare for 
their RoSPA test for the past six years. 

She said: “I often wonder what the students 
think when they find out I am a female. If they 
have any reservations they tend to get over 
them in the first few minutes.” 

The aim of SaPAR is to reduce motorcy¬ 
cle accidents by encouraging an interest in 
road safety and improving riding standards, 


knowledge and skill. The group provide free 
one-to-one tutoring in order to prepare asso¬ 
ciates for the ultimate RoSPA advanced mo¬ 
torcycle test which is regarded as the most 
comprehensive and challenging available to 
the public. In addition to providing motorcy¬ 
cle tuition to an advanced level, with approxi¬ 
mately 100 members from all over Shropshire 
and Powys, SaPAR also has a thriving social 
side. On the first Sunday of each month mem¬ 


bers and guests meet for an organised ride out 
and on the fourth Wednesday of each month 
meet for a social evening which in the summer 
months could include a ride, barbecue and the 
occasional charity event whilst in the winter 
months members tend to meet at a local hos¬ 
telry for bike related talks, films and presenta¬ 
tions. 

SaPAR spokesman Kevin Fletcher, of Har¬ 
ley, near Much Wenlock, said learning ad¬

Power station mosaic set 
to 'come home’ to school 


AN enormous mosaic will be 
“coming home” from Ironbridge 
Power Station to the school which 
created it almost 50 years ago. 

The mosaic, which measures five me¬ 
tres by three metres, is currently dis¬ 
played in a conference room at the pow¬ 
er plant, which was officially switched 
off last month. 

But as the station is decommissioned, the 
work of art will be given back to St Martins 
School near Oswestry, which designed and 
made the mosaic in the 1960s. 

Clare Ellis, PA to the headteacher at St

Martins School, said staff and pupils were 
delighted to be getting the mosaic back. 

“It’s like it’s really coming home,” she 
said. “It’s really exciting. It’s almost like 
it’s been on loan for all these years and now 
we’re getting it back.” 

The artwork was made in 1966 by the 
school, which was then St Martins Second¬ 
ary Modern. Mrs Ellis said: “It was made 
in three large pieces and then transported 
up to Ironbridge. When I saw it I wondered 
how they got it into the conference room, 
because it really is huge. 

“It’s probably too big to go inside the 


school. We’re looking at putting it outside 
by the reception so all our visitors can see 
it. We’re not quite sure what the board is 
like that it’s been stuck on to, so it’s going 
to be a bit of a trial to see if it will work 
outside.” 

Mrs Ellis said the mosaic will probably 
be split into three parts again for transport 
back to the school. 

The school’s chairman of governors has 
offered to help with transport in the new 
year, once E.ON has finished using that 
part of the power station. “To see it in the 
flesh, it’s really vibrant. It was based on 
the Industrial Revolution, although I don’t 
know who designed it,” Mrs Ellis said.

New smokefree 
rules imposed 
on playgrounds 

PLAYGROUNDS in Mid Wales have become official smoke- 
free zones in a bid to improve health. 

The new rules have been launched by Powys Teaching 
Health Board. 

Smokefree signs have now been placed in all playgrounds 
owned by Powys County Council, as well as participating 
town and community council-owned playgrounds. 

Councillor John Powell said: “This joint initiative is ul¬ 
timately for the children of Powys as it enables them to 
play, socialise and enjoy their playgrounds without being 
exposed to second-hand smoke, and without the presence 
of littering caused by cigarette ends. 

“It is a voluntary measure, but I hope that people will 
take heed of the children and respect their right to play. 

“I am very pleased that all playgrounds owned by the 
council have signed up, as well as some of our town and 
community-owned playgrounds. 

“I hope we will be moving towards a position where all 
playgrounds in Powys are displaying the smokefree sig¬ 
nage.” 

The signs were designed by Olivia Thompson-Richards, 
a Year 5 pupil of Llanfaes School, who won the primary 
school ‘Design a Smokefree Playground Poster Competi¬ 
tion’ which was launched in May. 

More than 250 entries were received from schools across 
Powys. 

A final five were selected to be posted on the Powys 
Teaching Health Board website to allow people to vote for 
their favourite design. 

At the launch event Olivia said: “I feel very proud that 
my design will be put on posters across Powys to help make 
playgrounds healthier places.”

MORE than 400 miles of 
road in Mid Wales has no 
mobile phone signal, mean¬ 
ing drivers can’t call for 
help in case of a breakdown 
or emergency. 

The RAC Foundation said 
Powys has 437 miles of un¬ 
covered road - equal to 13 
per cent and second only in 
the UK to the Scottish High¬ 
lands, which has 452 miles. 

The foundation’s report, 
based on official Ofcom 
data, says that Telford & 
Wrekin is entirely covered 
by at least a 2G signal, but 
Shropshire has 64 miles of 
roads - two per cent - with 
no signal. 

And a quarter of Shrop¬ 
shire’s roads - 806 miles; 26 
miles of Telford & Wrekin’s 
roads and a 1,410 miles of 
Powys’s roads - 42 per cent 
- have only a partial 2G cov¬ 
erage. 


in report 

Partial network coverage 
means that at least one of 
the four network providers 
- Vodafone, 02, EE, Three 
-will offer a signal, but not 
all phones will receive a sig¬ 
nal depending on the service 
provider. 

A 2G signal is the mini¬ 
mum needed to make phone 
calls and send text mes¬ 
sages. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Daviessaid the report 
highlighted the issues faced 
by Powys residents. 

“I think it’s always been 
the case that Powys is the 
poor relation,” he said. 

“It’s inevitable that we’re 
a rural area and we’re going 
to have less coverage than 
an urban area, but I think 
in general the reality is that 
the phone signal and access 
to the internet has always 
been pretty poor.”

A DOCTOR from Oswestry is hoping to encourage cyclists 
and pedestrians to be seen on the roads at night by offering 
free high-vis vests and armbands. 

Wendy Dyke, a GP at Plas Ffynnon surgery, has bought 
a selection of fluorescent armbands and vests to give away 
to Chronicle readers at this time of year when it gets darker 
earlier. Dr Dyke said: “Wearing a fluorescent armband is 
the bare minimum. Newspaper deliverers at the Chronicle 
are given fluorescent bags, and when my daughter did a 
paper round she had a fluorescent jacket. 

“It’s wonderful that the newspaper makes sure its paper 
boys and girls are kept safe when they’re out.”

Anne went to Miruji originally 
about 11 months ago, because 
she wanted to lose weight but 
she has found it most useful for 
combatting stress and has even 
been able to give up the anti¬ 


depressants. 

“I go and I can relax; it’s my me 
time,” she explained. “I’m not 
sure why it works. I do like the 
massage - it really makes me 
feel much better. I like sitting 
in the chair for 40 minutes and 
having someone massage me 
and having someone talk to me 
about all the things I should be 
doing.” 

Anne is the treasurer of Bayston 
Hill village association, she also 
plays badminton and belongs to 
a book club and is now looking 
forward to having more time for 
her hobbies and volunteer work, 
once she retires.

The Brisbourne family have been 
producing free range geese and bronze 
turkeys for over 35 years at Broomhill 
Farm at Nesscliffe near Oswestry. 

They say goose is a delicious alter¬ 
native to turkey on the Christmas 
table. Goose was traditionally a fa¬ 
vourite festive food and the family 
says turkey is a relative newcomer to 
the Christmas table, introduced from 
North America in the 16th century. 
William Brisbourne said: “Goose is 
prized by chefs from Rick Stein to 
Delia Smith and Jamie Oliver and now 
that around 50 producers are rearing 
geese to high welfare standards in this 
country, its image has improved. 

“Goose is extremely low in cho¬ 
lesterol and has all the flavour and 
succulence worthy of the Christmas 
table. 

“Braised red cabbage is a must 
accompaniment to goose, as are the 
potatoes roasted in goose fat and a 
wholesome homemade stuffing”.

Capital rail link could 
be extended to area

SHROPSHIRE’S direct trains to 
London are doing so well that 
they could be extended on to 
Gobowen, the station which 
serves the Oswestry area. 

Virgin train bosses, celebrating the 
first anniversary of direct trains from 
Shropshire to the capital, have told 
the region’s MPs that they are to look 
into the feasibility of running the four 
through trains a day past Shrewsbury, 
where they currently terminate, and 
onto Gobowen and Wrexham. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
says the extension would grow passenger 
numbers using the route to the capital. 

He is heading up a meeting in Gobowen 
early in the New Year with Network Rail, 
Virgin, Arriva Trains Wales and other MPs. 

Earlier this week Mr Paterson and Welsh 
MPs Susan Elan Jones and Ian Lucas met 
with Virgin Rail representatives. 

Mr Paterson said: “It was an extremely 
positive meeting. The heads of Virgin said 
that there was no reason why the trains 
could not be extended north and stop in 
Gobowen and Wrexham. 

“At the moment the trains wait in 
Shrewsbury until it is time to return to 
London. That time could be spent running 
on the Shrewsbury to Chester line as far 
as Wrexham. There is a lot of work to do 
before this becomes a reality. The trains 
would have to fit into the timetable, plat¬ 
forms would have to be long enough to take 
the trains and there would need to be a 
turn around point in Wrexham.” 

The meeting in the New Year will be held 
at Gobowen Railway Station on January 8.

used to have a tipple, then go out and direct 
the traffic. I saw a pineapple for the first 
time in the market. 

“We had great times sliding down Salis¬ 
bury Hill in the winter, five of us crammed 
on a 10ft sledge - ex-Army? - and all rolled 
off before we crashed into the hedge at the 
bottom. We also had a pilots’ rescue dingy. 
Two of us would paddle along the canal. 

“There were Saturday morning matinees. 
There were two cinemas. Then we would 
rush out and down the garden to re-enact 
the film, playing ‘Knights in Armour’ or 
‘Spanish pirates’. And Willy the gardener 
chased us for running over the little hedges 
in the vegetable garden.” 

The swing sign outside bore the Corbet 
coat of arms, said Tom, who began his sign¬ 
writing career by doing coats of arms. 

“There are a few differing coats of arms 
for the Corbet family. It would be nice to 
know which one it was. It has since disap¬ 
peared. The motto was ‘Deus Pascit Corvos’ 
- that is, ‘God feeds the Ravens.’ “ 

Tom’s father was also called Tom, and 
had married in 1938. Tom, the eldest son, 
was born in 1941. 

“The family managed various hotels 
when their managers were on holiday - The 
Swan at Leighton Buzzard. The Fox at Wil- 
lian, Hertfordshire, The Crown at Slough. 
He also managed the ‘Guinea’ in Berkeley 
Square, London. My father wore glasses 
with a dark rim, and had a handlebar mous¬ 
tache. He died in 1971 of lung cancer. He 
smoked 60 a day. He was always in a good 
humour, very open and positive, and wel¬ 
comed everyone: ‘If there is enough blue 
in the sky to make a budgerigar a pair of 
pants, it’s going to be a nice day’. 

“He loved his job. We had many happy 
years at the Corbet. 

“I went to ‘Pell Wall’ - St Joseph’s 
Catholic School - from 1950 to 1952, and 
Adams’ Grammar School, Newport, as a 
boarder, from 1952 to 1958. Being sent off 
to boarding school at the tender age of 11 
was a nightmare. Never mind the ‘good ed¬ 
ucation’ - the major effect it had was that 
I became obsessed with freedom and inde¬ 
pendence all my life. While there I must 
have read every escape story of World War 
Two.” 

Tom’s mum was, before marriage, Marga¬ 
ret Constance Haywood, and was in charge 
of the upstairs, chambermaids, laundry and 
so on, at the Corbet. 

“She only drank coffee and Mackeson. 
(i.e. stout)”

Taking a look 
back over 
Joe’s place 
in rail history 


Engine driver Joe Powell of Shrewsbury 

JOE Powell had a place in railway 
history - he was the last Shrews¬ 
bury-based engine driver to work 
on the Shrewsbury-Paddington 
route. 

And son Charles of Shrewsbury has a treasured me¬ 
mento in the form of a newspaper cutting, written by a 
Shrewsbury Chronicle reporter who, 50 years or more 
ago, joined Joe on a trip on the 7.10 Shrewsbury to 
Paddington express. 

“My father started on the GWR as an engine cleaner 
in 1930, and in a natural progression became a fireman 
towards the end of the 1930s,” said Charles, who still 
lives in the old family home at Abbots Way, Monkmoor. 

“He progressed to driver, becoming a driver, still 
on the GWR, in June 1946. He retired in September 
1973.” 

He said his father was always based at Shrewsbury. 

“He was one of the fortunate ones who didn’t have to 
transfer away from Shrewsbury. He lived until he was 
92 years of age and died in September 2005.” 

The old Shrewsbury Chronicle article featuring his 
father dates, he guesses, from 1963. 

“My father had the pleasure of taking a reporter on a 
spin to the capital and back for a feature in the Shrews¬ 
bury Chronicle. 

“The outward journey was the 7.10am express from 
Shrewsbury to Paddington, returning from there at 
11.10am with the Cambrian Coast Express. He loved 
this type of work. In fact, the further the better in all 
directions. 

“When he was due to move from the London jobs, the 
next driver in line could not cover the shifts due to his 
wife’s illness so he did a swap which gave him another 
term on that work. On completing that, the next chap 
in line was quite happy working local trains and asked 
him for a swap. He was of course delighted to do so 
and this gave him yet another term on the London jobs 
which took him through to the end of our trains to Pad¬ 
dington and was to become the last Shrewsbury-based 
driver to work to and from Paddington, the return 
being the above-mentioned Cambrian Coast Express. 

“Even after the severance of that route he did not 
give up and made inquiries about working the Euston 
route. Sadly there was little chance of this for Shrews¬ 
bury men without transferring away from home. 

“The picture of him in a comfortable diesel cab is a 
sharp contrast to the steam engine cabs he was used to 
since starting on the Great Western Railway in 1930.” 

The reporter who accompanied Joe in the cab of the 
7.10 express all those years ago was one Dave Nicholls. 
He tells how with the speed built up, Joe throttled back 
to allow the diesel train to cruise at 90mph. Second- 
man was Roy Evans, of Bagley Drive, Shrewsbury. The 
route took in Snow Hill at Birmingham, past Warwick 
Castle, and into Leamington Spa. At High Wycombe 
some passengers left to make their way to London air¬ 
port. At Paddington, Joe and Roy had a 50 minute rest 
while the engines were changed. 

“Soon Driver Powell was back in the driving seat 
of another mighty diesel, this time at the head of the 
Cambrian Coast Express,” wrote Nicholls. 

Although for some reason he did not give the indi¬ 
vidual journey times, he said: “Just seven hours after 
I joined the train I was stepping out of the cab onto 
Shrewsbury station. We were just one minute early in 
Paddington and just one minute early on the return 
journey to Salop.”

days in Corbet Arms 


IN the spring of 1958 Tom Stal- 
lard left Market Drayton, never to 
return. 

Since 1993 he has lived on the Costa 
del Sol, Spain. But his childhood mem¬ 
ories of happy days when his family 
ran the Corbet Arms bring back waves 
of nostalgia as he lives out the dream 
of a home in the sun and painting for a 
living - he’s a signwriter by trade. 

With the aid of the internet, he has been 
taking a virtual trip to his old haunts, which 
has brought a surprise or two. 

“I was wandering down Memory Lane, 
and saw that The Corbet had been turned 
into a Post Office!” he said. 

“My father, William Tom Stallard, was 
manager there from 1946 to 1958. He was 
previously manager at the Brooklands 
Hotel, Sale, Manchester, from 1937, or 
thereabouts, to 1941, and was the youngest 
in the company. 

“I see from the Google satellite photo 
that the huge vegetable garden and the old 
coaching stables either side of the yard have 
all been replaced with car park areas. 

“The sunken garden with the sundial is 
covered in trees. I thought it was more open 
then. Maybe not.” 

Tom sent us a map with an ‘X’ marking 
the site of the grave of Diana in the sunken 
garden, and another ‘X’ which was Diana’s 
favourite spot to urinate on the corner of 
the bowling green, driving the bowlers mad 
as it made a mark - we hasten to add that 
Diana was the family’s alsatian bitch, who 
met a sad end. 

“She was killed by a hit and run driver at 
the bottom of the Phoenix Bank as we were 
crossing to the swimming pool. But I do not 
expect anyone to dig her bones up.” 

Another ‘X’ round the front marks his 
den. Many Draytonians will remember the 
Corbet being covered in ivy, but Tom says 
it was taken off during his family’s time 
there. It must have regrown later before 
being taken off a second time. 

“There were dances in the ballroom, with 
its sprung floor, and weddings and tombola. 
We used to lie in our pyjamas and peek 
along the landing to see all the guests com¬ 
ing up. It really was the hub of the town. 

“There was a parrot cage. Mother used 
to keep pigs next to the monkey house - 
there were no monkeys. Also we used to 
creep down the back stairs, behind the 
stage in the ballroom, to the masonic bits 
and pieces. Spooky! Father had a black 1938 
Pontiac with a folding canvas top, registra¬ 
tion ANT 816, which he bought from Jones 
Garage, up Shropshire Street. 

“We used to get the brewery men to take 
us on the back of the lorry as they went to 
Shrewsbury, then drop us off at Tern Hill to 
see the trainer planes land.” 

Wednesday was market day and all the 
farmers would be in. “One old regular dear

ALTHOUGH we’ve had a pretty 
mild time of it lately, December 
‘should’ be when winter begins 
to bite. The wild species of an¬ 
imals that we share our coun¬ 
ty with, know this and prepare 
themselves in various ways. 

Of course many retreat to cosy 
depths of shelter and sleep, but some 
tough it out for the most part and none 
of the mammals is perhaps more visi¬ 
ble than the fox. 

Our wild dogs are characterised by their 
colouration and cunning but one of the key 
factors that makes a fox a fox, is its tail or 
brush. When ice and snow threatens, the 
fox uses its tail as a warm cover, ironically, 
just like a fur coat and scarf. 

In fact the very word “fox” comes from 
its famous tail. The Old English term is 
derived from the proto-Germanic fuhsaz. 
That word began its life in proto-Indo-Eu- 
ropean as puk which means ‘thick-haired 
tail’. But asides from its fur being used as 
a wind-stopper, it also has other qualities. 

As well as the whiskers on their muzzles, 
familiar to anyone with their own domestic 
dog, our wild dogs also have them on their 
legs. These are used to help them find their 
way through dense vegetation and in the 
pitch black both above and below ground. 

However the term ‘pitch black’ is rarely 
a reality for the fox. They are great night¬ 
time predators and it is the biology within 
their eyes that of course enables them to be 
such. 

Specially adapted to night vision, behind

the light sensitive cells lies within the eye, 
another layer called the tapetum lucidum 
reflects light back through the organ. 

This doubles the intensity of images re¬ 
ceived by the fox and allows them to pick 
up and make use of the merest glimmer in 
the gloom. 

It just so happens that this time of the 
year is, asides from the lack of vegetation 
and the possibility of snow further enhanc¬ 
ing the chances of seeing a fox, the best time 
to go looking for them. 

They mate between December and Feb¬ 
ruary during which their screams of com¬ 
munication during the night can be quite 
unnerving. I always found this particularly 
true in the middle of the night in rural sur¬ 
roundings, but I guess it must be pretty off 
putting to sleep in urban ones too! 

They cubs from the summer are now also 
independent, typically moving away from 
the parents between October and Janu¬ 
ary; again meaning you may have a better 
chance of seeing one now. Interestingly 
vixens are occasionally assisted in rearing 
their cubs by a non-breeding sister or a fe¬ 
male cub from a previous litter. 

These ‘aunts’ gain valuable experience 
which helps them to rear their own litter 
successfully the next season. 

We often denigrate the fox to little more 
than a pest, but I’m surely not the only one 


who feels a leap of excitement at seeing one 
in the wild? 

Yes they take pheasants, hens and ducks 
(speaking from sad, personal experience in 
the latter) but instead of whingeing about 
nature’s brilliantly evolved opportunists, 
why not try and think of a way of mitigat¬ 
ing against those losses; there are many 


solutions that do not involve shooting or 
poisoning. 

It is a fascinating animal, the largest of 
the true foxes, and has the widest distribu¬ 
tion of any member of the order carnivora. 
We’re lucky that Britain and specifically 
Shropshire, is part of that distribution.

Warning given 
to council over 
housing targets 

SHROPSHIRE’S beautifu^ountryside, landscape and his¬ 
toric towns and villages are being seriously threatened by 
unachievable and unrealistic housing targets, the county’s 
Campaign to Protect Rural England branch says. 

The branch has presented a report to Shropshire Council 
urging it to ensure that housing targets match actual need. 

The CPRE-sponsored study - How many houses, what 
kind of homes? - indicates that the county’s core strategy 
target of 27,500 new homes by 2016 might be unnecessar¬ 
ily high. It has been written by independent policy advisor 
Gerald Kells, backing up initial work by Shropshire CPRE 
executive committee member Roger Carlyle. 

Keith Ridland, vice chair of CPRE Shropshire, said: 
“CPRE Shropshire fully recognises the key imperative of 
building new homes in the county but higher targets do not 
mean faster delivery. 

“Setting targets higher than can be realistically built just 
means that developers have more sites to choose from.” He 
said this meant developers then had their pick of the best 
sites. “The inevitable consequence is that when unrealis¬ 
tic targets are not met, current national planning policy 
means that the council then has to identify yet more sites 
for housing, and even more countryside has then to be re¬ 
alised for more lucrative development,” he said. 

“Developers are then able to cherry-pick the most prof¬ 
itable sites, which are generally greenfield and not brown¬ 
field.” He said that the CPRE was calling for community 
surveys to play a far greater role in determining true need 
to ensure that the needed homes are built in the right 
places, and for available brownfield land to play a leading 
role in developing targets. 

“Our report also urges the council to develop policies on 
what type of housing is needed, embracing both affordable 
housing needs and those of old people,” said Mr Ridland. 

“The council is currently working in-house to establish 
a figure for the county’s objectively assessed housing need 
and expect to have this completed by spring next year. 

“We will continue to monitor this process and hope the 
‘How many houses, what kind of homes?’ report will act as 
a springboard for debate.” 

The CPRE’s comments come after it was revealed hous¬ 
ing developers could face being charged by Shropshire 
Council for “unreasonable” planning appeals. 

It comes following a large increase in the number of ap¬ 
peals against planning decisions.

Animation evolves

FOUR instalments of monster 
mashing in Jurassic Park have 
taught us to be thankful that an 
asteroid supposedly impacted 
Earth around 66 million years 
ago and wiped out the various 
prehistoric predators. 

Pixar Animation Studios begs to differ. 

Director Peter Sohn and his animation 
wizards conjure an alternate version of 
events: the ill-fated asteroid bypassed our 
third rock from the sun, allowing Tyranno¬ 
saurus Rex and other hulking beasts to 
thrive. 

Consequently, the evolutionary food 
chain is reversed: dinosaurs learn to talk, 
build homes, raise dysfunctional families 
and expand their horizons while humans 
are an untamed species that roams the 
wilderness on all fours and communicates 
in crude howls and growls. 

It’s a cute concept that provides a solid 
foundation for Sohn’s life-affirming tale of 
friendship and loyalty, inverting the touching 
central relationship of Flow To Train Your 
Dragon with similarly teary-eyed results. 

At the heart of the film is a family of 
Apatosaurus comprising patriarch Henry 
(voiced by Jeffrey Wright), his wife Ida 
(Frances McDormand) and three children 
Buck (Marcus Scribner), Libby (Maleah 
Padilla) and Arlo (Raymond Ochoa). 

They own a farm and work hard to har¬ 
vest crops for the bitter winter months. 

“You got to earn your mark by doing 
something big for something bigger than

yourself,” Henry teaches his offspring. 

A tragic accident robs the siblings of their 
father and soon after, Arlo tumbles into a 
raging river and is swept far away from his 
loved ones. 

Lost in the wilderness, Arlo meets a feral 
cave boy called Spot (Jack Bright), who 
becomes the dinosaur’s protector. 

Beast and human embark on a magical 
adventure of self-discovery, bound for Arlo’s 


home in the shadow of the Clawed-Tooth 
Mountains. 

En route, they fall foul of villainous 
Velociprators and a scavenging Pterodac¬ 
tyls called Thunderclap (Steve Zahn), and 
befriend a Tyrannosaurus herder called 
Butch (Sam Elliott) and his rootin’ tootin’ 
children Ramsey (Anna Paquin) and Nash 
(AJ Buckley). 

After the heartbreak, hilarity and narrative 


sophistication of Inside Out, The Good 
Dinosaur is a step backwards for Pixar. 

The plot is formulaic and predictable, 
and the finale is drizzled in emotional syrup. 
While the script lacks daring and invention, 
the visuals are truly jaw-dropping and push 
the boundaries of photo-realistic animation 
on the big screen. Arlo and Spot commu¬ 
nicate their loss and loneliness through 
actions rather than words.

TRAIN YOUR DOG 


IN a regular feature, dog expert Greg Bur¬ 
gess is giving hints on how to train your pet. 

This week Greg looks at the importance of so¬ 
cialisation. 

Arguably the most important aspect in ensuring you 
have a dog who is happy, confident and well behaved is 
effective socialisation when they are young. 

So why do so many owners seem to struggle in provid¬ 
ing their puppy with the socialisation it requires? In my 
experience the two main reasons for this are starting too 
late with a dog’s socialisation and secondly, a lack of un¬ 
derstanding of what socialisation really means. 

It is generally advised that puppies should not leave 
their mothers until at least eight weeks old. They then 
require a course of two vaccinations before they can be 
taken out. 

This means that you have lost a month of your young 
dog’s life before you can take them out and begin their so¬ 
cialisation. This does not have to be the case. The period 
between 0 and 16 weeks is the most critical in a dog’s life. 

During this time they will explore everything they come 
into contact with without fear or prejudice and as long 



as we don’t do anything stupid they will use these ex¬ 
periences to develop a self confidence and understanding 
that the world is not to be feared but to be enjoyed and 
embraced. Regularly, people only begin to fully socialise 
their puppies after this period or even worse only when 
they realise that they have a problem developing. 

Socialising a new puppy should begin from the day you

bring them home. During these first few weeks you can 
carry your puppies with you when you go places. 

You can still expose them to new experiences you just 
need to ensure that you don’t put them at any increased 
risk before they have had their vaccinations. 

The second problem I find is that owners only see so¬ 
cialisation as their dog meeting other dogs. 

Although this is very important it should only form a 
part of the experiences that you expose your young dogs 
to. Good socialisation requires a puppy to be exposed to 
different sites, sounds, smells, people, places, animals and 
experiences. 

Up until they are 16 weeks old trillions of new brain 
connections are being formed and it is these connections 
that will stay with them throughout their lives. So the 
more positive experiences they have during this time the 
more positive the connections that are made. 

You should be introducing them to new experiences in 
a controlled manner but you should also not be overly 
protective. A few positive words of encouragement, a treat 
or two and plenty of affection will usually work wonders 
on teaching a puppy to create positive associations with 
different experiences.

Intriguing 
labyrinth 
of ancient 
alleyways

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The city of Genoa is a labyrinth of alleyways 


I’M lost in Genoa, wandering through an 
intriguing labyrinth of ancient cobble¬ 
stone alleyways so narrow no sunlight 
can penetrate, writes Gabrielle Fagan. 

Adding to my happy confusion is the feeling 
that I’ve stepped back in time and, in a way, I 
have. These lanes, known as the caruggi, claim 
to be the birthplace of Christopher Columbus - 
the city’s most famous son, and are part of Eu¬ 
rope’s largest medieval town. 

This UNESCO world heritage site, tucked behind 
a bustling modern port, is redolent with history and 
atmosphere, and just one of the gems in a fascinating 
destination all too often overlooked in favour of Italy’s 
big hitters, Rome, Florence and Venice. 

Autumn’s an ideal time to visit because cruise 
crowds have, in the main, evaporated and it’s possible 
to relax and really appreciate a place Charles Dick¬ 
ens, who spent a year living here, aptly described as a 
‘beautiful confusion’ with so much crammed into a thin 
snaking 30km strip of land, squashed between hills and 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

One of the shopkeepers in the old town, who comes 
to my rescue with directions, sums up the essence of 
this capital of the beautiful Liguria region (around 100 
miles north east of the French border). 

“Getting lost in Genoa is easy but is surely one of the 
city’s pleasures, because you never know what you’ll 
find; there are surprises around every corner,” says 
Alessandro Boccardo, the smiling owner of a chocolate 
shop founded in 1866, which still has the original 19th 
century machines used to toast cocoa beans. 

His store, Romeo Viganotti (on Vico dei Castagna), 
is just one of 36 artisan shops housed in centuries-old 
buildings, some still boasting pillars, statues and fres¬ 
coes from grander days. Here, traditional practices, 
including tripe making, have been carried on for gen¬ 
erations. 

Tripe? Yes, surprisingly this is a favourite snack for 
school children who scurry past holding cardboard 
cones filled with the stuff, an alternative to their other 
treat, focaccia, the delicious local flatbread. 

While the Centro Storico district is charming, it’s 
impossible not to be impressed by the spectacular Rolli 
Palaces on the Via Garibaldi, dubbed ‘the street of 
kings’ - each one more lavish than the last. 

Three virtually combine to become one huge mu¬ 
seum and have stunning frescoes and artworks by 
artists such as Caravaggio, Rubens, Titian, van Dyck, 
Gauguin and Veronese. 

An exhibition, From The Impressionists To Picasso, 
is the main draw at the Palazzo Ducale from September 
25-April 10, and will feature works by Monet, Degas 
and van Gogh (entry 15 euros; palazzoducale.genova. 
it). Another treasure is the magnificent Cathedral of 
San Lorenzo, which contains the ashes of St John the 
Baptist. Its striking exterior of black and white marble 
is characteristic of so many buildings throughout the 
city. I touch a tiny dog carved into its marble pillars, 
which is supposed to bring luck. 

Lack of space made the Genoese resourceful. To give 
an impression of majesty and status, they skilfully em¬ 
ployed trompe l’oeil painting techniques, and fascias 
of many buildings are embellished with ‘faux’ marble 
pillars, porticos and arches, giving them an elegant the¬ 
atrical character. 

Despite a reverence for the past, this is still very 
much an authentic working city, where port workers 
mingle with bankers and tourists. 

Eating and drinking is a serious pastime and I learn 
one key Genoese phrase ‘mescite’ (hurry up and pour) 
as I visit a few of Genoa’s cosmopolitan wine bars.

A FAMILY holiday by the sea - a 
typical British summer pastime. 
But a mini break with dad when 
you’re in your late 40s and he’s 
late 60s? 

My father and I can argue our differ¬ 
ences until blue in the face - but a love 
of sunshine, good food, a bit of archi¬ 
tecture, and quite a lot of alcohol, I’ve 
sort of inherited from him. 

Barcelona it is then. Dad declares it one 
of his favourite cities and has been there 
many times. 

We stayed at Barcelo Sants - a glass box 
of a hotel, 20 minutes train hop from the 
city’s El Prat airport. 

The huge hotel is perched on top of the 
city’s main railway station, a couple of miles 
from the historic centre, but surrounded by 
an abundance of shops and tavernas. The 
entrance to the recently-refurbished Bar¬ 
celo Sants is out of this world. Welcome 
aboard the ‘space hotel’ with its curved 
automatic glass doors, a circular internet 
hub, and giant images from sci-fi films high 
up beyond a wide staircase and gravity-de¬ 
fying mezzanine floor to the Orbital rooms 
and suites. And our lovely twin room on the 
seventh floor overlooks the bustling district 
below. 

The restaurant too has a science theme, 
divided into three areas: The Oxygen buffet 
serves healthy cuisine from low-calorie to 
energising meals, soothing teas to revital¬ 
ising smoothies. Hydrogen is a-la-carte in¬ 
novation, and Nitrogen is a chilled-out cafe 
offering herbal teas and snacks. The hotel’s 
14 function rooms make it ideal for organ¬ 
ising events and conferences. And after the 
working day, the hotel offers a gym, free 
wi-fi, a cyber corner, the Orbital Bar and a 
solar system of gastronomy. 

Dad and I booked three nights in sci-fi 
splendour. Our two full days in heatwave-hit 
Barcelona consisted of exploring the sights, 
both on foot and on the fantastic Barcelona 
Bus Turistic. One bus took us on a delight¬ 
ful ascent along cool winding streets to the 
Sants Montjuic district where stops along

the way give panoramic views of the city 
below and the imposing mountains beyond. 

Parts of Sants Montjuic were created for 
the city’s hosting of the Olympics in 1992. 
The stadiums, tracks and pools are still in 
use, guarded over by the sinuous futuristic 
136m telecommunications tower. 

We also booked a little boat trip, dad and 
I, to escape the searing heat. The sightsee¬ 
ing bus stops near the small harbour of Port 
Olimpic where we meet David, our skipper 
for a couple of hours. Our vessel is a simple 
sailboat and the three of us had it all to our¬ 
selves. We headed out to sea for about half a 
mile where David gives us a potted history 
of the city and himself. 

The cap’n lets the sails steer us along the 
bay while he explains in rather good English 
how parts of Barcelona have been reclaimed 
from the sea, and how the recession affected 
the lives of the city’s inhabitants, including 
himself. Our little trip is a winner all round. 
I get to swim, and dad gets to be captain, 
learning the basics of tacking and naviga¬ 
tion before David serves up olives and Cava 
in between steering us back to port. 

Dad and I crammed quite a lot into two 
days. We didn’t get to visit all that Barce¬ 
lona is famous for, but our galactic hotel, 
mini offshore adventure and, of course, all- 
too-rare father-daughter time, made it truly 
memorable.

Bats and bees 
cause headache 


THE Rev Lucinda Burns jokes that 
bats and bees have been the bane 
of St Andrew’s Church in Great Ness 
near Oswestry. 

Certainly, the congregation has had 
its work cut out raising funds to repair 
the damage they have caused. 

Over the summer, the church spent in the 
region of £35,000 repairing damage caused to 
the tower by bees. And since then, attention 
has turned to the church’s 19th century Henry 
Jones organ, which is being painstakingly re¬ 
stored and rebuilt at a cost of £6,000 after suf¬ 
fering at the hands of the bats. 

“You wouldn’t think bees would cause that 
much harm,” says Lucinda, who became priest- 
in-charge in May this year, having completed her 
training. 

“The church is made of sandstone, which is 
quite soft, and the masonry bees burrow into the 
stone.” 

Work is now going on to restore the organ, 
which it is hoped will be completed in time for 
Christmas, and Lucinda says she is in awe of the 
craftsmen who are carrying out the work. “It is

a real labour of love,” she says. “The bat drop¬ 
pings have caused damage to the pipes, so the 
men have had to come in and take it all to bits.” 

Work on the organ restoration started in late 
summer, and while it is expected to be complete 
within the next month, it will be a while before 
its pipes are heard again. 

“We have been told it is best to leave it six 
months before we play it, so we will leave it to 
settle,” says Lucinda. 

How far the church dates back is not known, 
but it originated as a collegiate church in Saxon 
times. It was recorded in the Domesday Book, 
and the nave and the tower of the present 
church, which are constructed in red sandstone, 
date back to the 13th century. 

The chancel, made from a pinkish grey sand¬ 
stone, is slightly newer, dating from the early 
1300s, and has a slate rather than a tiled roof. 

“The church has a wonderful history, it was 
built in the 13th century, and then you go 
through Tudor times,” says Lucinda. 

“I always think about how many prayers have 
been lifted up from here over the centuries.”

DAIRY producers are likely to make sig¬ 
nificant changes to heifer rearing in the 
next 10 years, according to Cargill’s re¬ 
search and technical manager Jim Quig¬ 
ley. 

Speaking to producers and feed indus¬ 
try delegates at a seminar in Telford, Dr 
Quigley highlighted areas where there’s 
great opportunity for producers to im¬ 
prove efficiency. He outlined new tech¬ 
nologies that will alter heifer rearing in 
future. “The first is genomic testing of all 
female calves at a few days old,” he said. 

“A producer can predict the relative po¬ 
tential of this animal relative to the herd. 


There is then a choice as to whether or 
not to incur her rearing costs or to move 
her off the farm.” 

The second area where gains can be 
made is through better measuring and to 
improve average age at first calving. 

“The EU average is between 26 and 
30 months - so many are missing their 
targets and wasting opportunities,” Dr 
Quigley added. 

Yet heifers that calve between 22 and 
24 months old have been shown to have 
better first lactation yields and improved 
longevity, and therefore improved farm 
efficiency compared with calving at an 


older age. “It’s been shown that for every 
month delay over 24 months there is 
about a four per cent drop in lifetime milk 
production. And calving heifers too young 
also affects lifetime milk,” added Dr Quig¬ 
ley, who is based at Cargill’s research and 
manufacturing centre in Ohio in the USA. 

“For many there’s money on the table 
here but it does mean improving heifer 
rearing and meeting growth rate tar¬ 
gets - 800g/day from birth in the case of 
Holsteins.” He encouraged producers to 
take advantage of new techniques offered 
through nutritionists, such as growth pre¬ 
diction models.

BPS money 
making good 
progress, 
agency says 

THE Rural Payments Agency insists it is 
making “good progress” in its efforts to 
distribute this winter’s Basic Payment 
Scheme money. 

It follows pressure from farmers for the agen¬ 
cy to state categorically that it was on track to 
deliver the payments for this winter. 

The NFU had called for clarity over the payments 
timetable, suggesting “concerns” over the next round 
of payments which are due to begin. 

However, in a statement the RPA said it has com¬ 
pleted the transfer of land and entitlement claims, and 
is set to write to farmers and agents over the coming 
weeks to confirm that their transfers have been made. 

“This means that the RPA remains on track to make 
full BPS payments as early as possible in the payment 
window with the majority before the end of December 
and the vast majority by the end of January 2016,” the 
statement said. “The BPS payment window opens in 
December and closes in June 2016.” 

The statement followed calls by NFU deputy pres¬ 
ident Guy Smith to make clear the progress that was 
being made. He said: “With less than a month to go to 
the start of the BPS payment window, there are still far 
too many unknowns around the progress of BPS claims 
and we need to understand more about the next phases 
of claim progress. 

“We need the RPA to continue to be transparent 
on progress and I re-iterate our message - if delivery 
of payments is going to be delayed, we need to know 
about it sooner rather than later so that farm busi¬ 
nesses are able to plan. 

“We also still believe that it is only right that the 
RPA has an evolving plan B in place that we hope will 
not be needed, but can be brought in quickly to make 
payments if the original plan falls down.” 

The RPA will issue BPS payments via BACS transfer, 
and has reminded applicants that if their bank details 
have changed they need to call the Rural Services help¬ 
line on 03000 200 301. 

Chancellor 
announces 
plan for centre 

A CUTTING-EDGE agricultural technology 
centre will be built in Shropshire as part of 
an £18 million government investment. 

As part of the Autumn Statement, Chancellor 
George Osborne revealed a plan to fund the new 
agri-tech centres in Shropshire, York, Bedford¬ 
shire and Edinburgh. 

It is understood the local centre, which is designed 
to develop innovative ideas to boost the farming in¬ 
dustry, will be located at Harper Adams University, 
near Newport. As part of its spending in the Midlands, 
the statement accompanying the announcement said: 
“The Government is committing £18 million to the 
Excellence in Precision Agriculture Innovation Cen¬ 
tre, which will be partly headquartered in Shropshire. 

“This will be one of four agri-tech centres, which will 
develop new engineering technologies to increase the 
productivity and sustainability of UK agriculture.” 

Reacting to the news on Twitter, Councillor Shaun 
Davies, cabinet member for business, neighbourhood & 
customer services at Telford & Wrekin Council, said it 
was “good news for Harper Adams University”. 

The university is already home to a precision farming 
centre, while butter and spread manufacturer Dairy 
Crest has also opened a new food innovation centre at 
the agriculturally-focused university near Newport. 

Mr Osborne also committed £50 million towards the 
development of two new agri-tech centres in York as 
part of last week’s spending announcement. 

Paul Hinkins, chairman of the Telford Business 
Board and the vice chairman of the Marches Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership, said: “The Chancellor announced 
that the Government would be funding a new agri-tech 
centre in Shropshire, a development at Harper Adams 
which is supported by the LER 

“This centre will provide national and international 
profile for the Marches and stimulate job growth and 
investment in research and development in one of our 
key business sectors.”

A PREMIUM milk range launched 
by supermarket giant Morrisons 
to boost Britain’s ailing dairy 
farming industry has been dis¬ 
missed as a gimmick after it was 
revealed that most of the profits 
are sent abroad. 

Morrisons launched its For Farmers 
milk brand in August this year, follow¬ 
ing a summer of protests from farm¬ 
ers who said falling milk prices were 
bringing the industry to its knees. 

The For Farmers range cost an extra 23p 
for four pints, and was sold with a Union 
Jack label and a guarantee that the extra 
money would go to struggling dairy farm¬ 
ers. 

However, it has emerged that the money 
goes to Aria, an international co-operative 
run by farmers across Europe, and around 
75 per cent of the money would go to farm¬ 
ers abroad. 

Richard Yates, who runs a dairy farm at 
Middleton Scriven, near Bridgnorth, said 
the scheme would make very little differ¬ 
ence to British farmers. 

“It is just a gimmick designed to get the 
press off their back,” said Mr Yates. “It was 
always going to end this way by the nature 
of the deal. 

“If the supermarkets wished to do any¬ 
thing for dairy farmers they should raise 
their retail prices. 

“The deal with Aria meant that money 
would be diverted back to European mem¬ 
bers of the co-operative. It was a gimmick 
that was clearly going to end with this poor 
outcome.” 

Morrisons has confirmed the extra money 
is being given to Aria, which has its head¬ 
quarters in Denmark. 

It is distributed among the 13,000 farm¬ 
ers across Europe, with just under half of 
these farmers coming from Denmark and 
Sweden, and less than a quarter being from 
the UK. 

Based on current sales, it is predicted 
that the For Farmers brand will bring in an 
extra £5 million over the next 12 months.

It means the farmers participating will re¬ 
ceive, on average, an extra £394. 

The details of the deal emerged after a 
customer emailed the supermarket giant 
asking for clarification about where the 
extra money went. 

A total of 13 emails were exchanged over 
15 days, with the supermarket giant even¬ 
tually refusing to answer his question about 
whether the extra profits went entirely to 
British farmers. 

Liam Cooper, of Morrisons’ customer 
services department, initially responded by 
simply saying the brand gave customers the 
chance to support British dairy farmers. 

But the customer, who has not been 
named, persisted with questions about 
whether the money was going to British 
farmers. 

Information 

Eventually he received a response saying: 
“I am sorry to say having looked into your 
enquiry we have nothing further to add to 
the information we have already provided.” 

Robert Newberry, West Midland regional 
director of the National Farmers’ Union, 
said most Aria members would have under¬ 
stood the nature of the Morrisons’ deal. 

“It also works the other way: the Aria 
members in Britain would receive a share 
of the money that is made abroad, such as 
the profits from Lurpak,” he said. 

He added that this was not confined to 
Morrisons, and the same applied to other 
supermarkets. 

A Morrisons spokesman said: “Morrisons 
doesn’t directly return the additional 23p 
to dairy farmers. This is returned by our 
supplier, Aria. 

“We have no influence over how Aria dis¬ 
tributes its money but we have a commit¬ 
ment from them that it will be paid back 
to farmers. 

“About 3,000 farmers in the UK will ben¬ 
efit from these payments.”

Arthurs join the national 
franchised dealers group 


With legislation surrounding car dealerships 
on the increase, award-winning Vauxhall 
dealer Arthurs has become a member of The 
National Franchised Dealers Association. 

Arthurs Group operations manager Steve Hughes said 
The National Franchised Dealers Association (NFDA) repre¬ 
sented franchised car and commercial vehicle dealers in the 
UK with a role to lobby, represent and support its members. 

The NFDA dealt with a number of issues that impact deal¬ 
ers on a day to day basis, including the relationships with 
manufacturers, advising on legislation and various aspects 
of dealers’ businesses such as used cars, finance and insur¬ 
ance and aftersales. 

“In addition,” said Steve, “the NFDA is a body which helps 
the government understand the motor trade and assists in 
developing legislation for the industry. 

“The Consumer Rights Act was introduced on October 1 
this year and has far-reaching affects for everyone involved 
in the motor trade. 

“Arthurs, who have branches in Oswestry and Newtown, 
is keen to ensure that they always comply with the require¬ 
ments of the Consumer Rights Act.” 

He said the NFDA had held a workshop to support mem¬ 
bers such as Arthurs in understanding the act. 

“We are a compliant organisation. We take our obliga¬ 
tions very seriously and if a customer has an issue we don’t 
try and evade that issue. We deal with it properly.” 

A further example cited by Steve is the association re¬ 
cently launched a campaign against vehicle odometer fraud 
which is often referred to as ‘clocking.’ 

“Although the motive for the clocking practice has 
changed in recent years, clocking is economically damag¬ 
ing to consumers and dealers alike, costing an estimated 
£580 million to the UK economy. It is thought that around 
486,000 cars on British roads have been clocked. 

“Arthurs support the campaign for a reform of the legis¬ 
lation governing mileage fraud and to push for tougher en¬ 
forcement of the law by trading standards and the police. 

“The government has announced plans to change the 
MOT requirements to start when a vehicle is four years old, 



whereas the NFDA believe this will adversely increase the 
number of road casualties caused by the volume of unsafe 
vehicles on the road. 


“More road accidents damage the economy, increase 
additional health service costs plus resources and reduced 
revenue to the treasury due to lower levels of taxes.” 

Steve added: “Ultimately, we believe at Arthurs we should 
always act within the law and if we can contribute in a small 
way to improving the image of the motor industry to con¬ 
sumers then we are always willing to help.”

It’s the most important Vaux- 
hall arriving this year. Has the 
compact hatch got the magic 
to take on its key rivals? 

The Astra is an underrated, but 
evergreen compact family hatch, 
as happy taking the kids on a short 
break away as it is cutting a path 
through the city. There’s no radical 
departure for 2016, although the 
sharp-eyed will notice a nip here 
and a tuck there. 

There’s an excellent new colour 
touch-screen that’s standard across 
the range. It gives the whole product a 
lift and helps it make a better first im¬ 
pression. 

It’s a sharp-looking thing, if a bit on 
the conservative side. Being built in 
Britain won’t do its appeal this side of 
Dover any harm, either. 

Whichever model you choose, you 
end up with a pleasantly stylish and 
definitely inoffensive car. You’ll never 
object to having it on your drive. 

It’s quite sensitive to trim grades, 
though, so whereas the fantastic top- 
spec cars with all the interior trimmings 
look like they’ve come straight from 
the top drawer, the fragile rubberised 
handbrake grip and cheap-looking 
plastics on the low-end versions leave 
a lot to be desired and can start to look 
tatty very quickly. 

There’s a handy boot at the back, 
more than big enough for most tasks, 


gle to get much more than a chunky 
pushchair into it without putting the 
conveniently split rear seats down. 

Front seaters will be happy enough, 
especially with the uncommonly well¬ 
shaped seat backs that give superb 
lumbar support. The glove box is 
shed-spacious but the door pocket 
shapes and cupholder designs could 
be better thought out. 

Under the bonnet there is a 1.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine. It can’t 
make the Astra a rocket ship, but if 
you’re gentle, you’ll see fuel economy 
you’d struggle to better in an eco-die- 
sel. 

It is no problem to hover around 
60mpg in relatively traffic-free driving. 
Alright, you do need to put some effort 
in, but the potential is there. 

The dinky engine is perfect for 
chopping around urban and suburban 
routes. It’s impressively linear once the 
turbo kicks in, making it smooth, forgiv¬ 
ing and easy to get used to. 

It warms up faster than a moth on 
a sunbed and it’s perfect for no-fuss 
short trips. The five-speed gearbox is 
light and precise, with tall gearing that 
partly offsets the lack of a sixth, but it’s 
clear this version isn’t meant to cover 
serious motorway mileage. It’s a nice 
steer, though, responding quite keenly 
to tugs at the wheel and scampering 
along winding roads with gusto. 

The brakes on this nearly-new car 


were very grabby, but that should 
hopefully settle down with mileage. 

The Astra is a solid car. 

You know what you’re getting and, 
although some of the materials on 
basement models aren’t up to scratch, 
at the very least, the car does a good 
job of providing straight-down-the-line 
mid-size transport for people who don’t 
want to spend the extra on a slightly 
more spacious compact crossover or 
SUV. 

Vauxhall dealers are usually open to 
a little haggling, too, so don’t take the 
retail price as gospel. 

You should pay less than for a broad¬ 
ly equivalent crossover, so there’s 
good value to be had here even if the 
fashion is currently for faux-4x4s. 

This is a car for ordinary people. 
People who want a well-rounded car 
to give them transport, enough space 
and, crucially, the ability to cope with 
everything from taking the in-laws to 
Sunday lunch to taking the kids to the 
seaside. 

Parents will appreciate this sort of 
versatility, while some might prefer the 
lower seating position relative to SUVs, 
for the better outward view it offers dur¬ 
ing low-speed manoeuvres. 

This car summed up in a single 
word: Studious. 

If this car was a student at Hogwarts 
School of Witchcraft and Wizardry, 
it would be in Hufflepuff house. It’s a 
hard worker and a loyal companion.

Jim is bowled over 
by Ashes success

AT 73, Jim Phillips would be forgiven 
for telling tales of giving back to the 
sport that has been part of his life for 
over six decades. 

On the contrary, he insists cricket contin¬ 
ues to give to him. 

The Oswestry CC stalwart has clocked up the 
air miles recently, covering almost 30,000 in a 
couple of weeks during his ventures with the 
England Over-70s outfit and Shropshire’s Over- 
50s side in Australia and St Lucia, respectively. 

He was integral part of the England team that 
went out to Australia and claimed an impressive 
Ashes success. Within days of landing back in his 
native Overton, the evergreen star was packing 
his bags for the Caribbean alongside a host of 
Shropshire friends and team-mates. 

“I had a wonderful time. It was an absolutely 
great experience,” Phillips recalled. 

“You don’t get opportunities like this when 
you’re my age. It was a great thrill and an al¬ 
mighty challenge.” 

England played three Test matches and five 
state games in a tour of Down Under that saw 
them take in the sights of Sydney, Brisbane, Can¬ 
berra and the Gold Coast. 

Phillips, a Shropshire League winner in 1971 
with Oswestry, played more than his part in the 
match-winning Test, knocking 17 from 24 balls 
as he came in at No.9 to set a challenging total 
for their Aussie counterparts to chase. 

Modest Phillips explained how a few younger, 
more sprightly state sides put up a significant 
challenge, but the English heroes powered 
through to three wins and just one defeat. 

But just how does competing for and claiming 
an Ashes win feel to a cricket fanatic who has 
given most of his life to the game? 

“It really doesn’t get any better,” he said. 

“It’s the icing on the cake. 

“The opportunity for senior cricketers these 
days are amazing. There are over-50s and over- 
60s teams all over the place.” 

While there have not been two tours in quick 
succession quite like these extraordinary world¬ 
wide jaunts, warm climates are nothing new to 
the Shropshire Over-50 gang, who were estab¬ 
lished in 1992 and have been touring since 1999. 

They have visited Barbados, St Lucia, Gre¬ 
nada, South Africa, Kenya, Australia and New 
Zealand to name but a few. 

Phillips does not just get his pads out for the 
sunny tours abroad, he is still involved in the

Oswestry set-up and regularly features for their third 
and fourth side. 

“I try to do regular exercise,” he added. 

“I find exercise bikes are good, nothing too heavy. 

“You put up with a little bit of aching and pain - but 
I’ve always had that. 

“It’s good experience for me to play with the young¬ 
sters. They really appreciate the coaching. 

“You get a great sense of pride working with the 
young players. I remember an 11-year-old Joe Clarke 
coming in the second team. 

“Now he’s playing for the England Lions side and 
Worcestershire.”

“We were even invited to the Deputy Governor’s 
home. They’re similarly orientated to us so I hope we 
can play again over here.”
